The untatisfactory port of Suakin will be 


definitely superseded to-morrow by a brand 
new rival on the Red Ses, which has been 
built ‘up:out of coral rock and desert’ sand by 
the Egyptian authorities within the ‘short 
space of less than a year, and Which will be 


*| officially inaugarated by Lord Cromer to-mor- 


tow. Port Sudan, the lateat addition to the 
sities of the Empire (and destined ‘to be a place 
of magnitude and importance, in the days 
when cotton shall have: made it the New 
Orleans of the East) was, until last January 
and is now on all the maps, esiled Mersa 
Sheikh Bargout.

These books will commend themselves more

PREDICTION THAT IT WILL 
NEVER BE BUILT . 

“Nilos” writes as follows to the editor of the 
“New York Times :”—In the “Timea” of this 
date the bridge actcs3 the Zambeii ia described 
as-on the Cape to Cairo Reilroad: As the 
northern portion, of this railway does not yet 
extend from Cairo. to Khartonm by ‘a con- 
tinnous line of rails, and as it is a simple 
impossibility, in view of the total absence of 
population, the exceptionally malarious climate, 
| and‘ the venomous character of the morquitoes” 
to bnild a railway from Uganda to Khattoum 
on the high land. to, the ‘west-of the “gudds,” 
Or obstractions in the vast swamps, where the 
water from the lake region ceases to maintain 
40 open channel, it is obvious that the term is 
& misnomer. 

It was used for Parliamentaty and popnlar 
Purposes, but the London “Times” conce led 
several months ago that nd such continuous 
all-rail ronté would ever ba constracted. Ismail 
Pacha spent over 31,500,000 in surveys and 
explorations, chiefly under tha direction of 
American officers. ‘They wera ‘“Englished” as 
the work of Sir John Fowler, and credit given 
him on: the map of the British War Office, 
printed in 1882.. But it was the’ General Staff, 
"from 1870 to 1878, under Lieut. Gen. Sione 
Pacha, which did ‘the work.

EGYPT AS THE WORLD'S GRANARY. 


Before the Royal: Geographical Society last 
week Major A. St. Hill Gibbons read an 
interesting paper on “ British’ East African 
plateau jand and its economic “conditions,” in 
the course of which he stated that two essential 
conditions to progress were the existence of 
markets and lines of communicaticns ; but by 
the time a colony reached even.the early stage 
of development, of which East Africa was at 
present an example, a local market already 
existed capable of purchasing on good terms 
all that early industry could produce. Step-by 
step, as settlers poured in and industry ex- 
panded, little markets and Jines of communica- 
tion wore developed. The Nile was the natural 
outlet of Uganda and North-western~ British 
East Africa, and; with engineering énterprise 
and_expense quité. trivial. as compared. with 
what had already beer done in Egypt, could 
be mode navigable from Lake Albert to Upper 
Egypt. Indirectly and directly Sir W. Garstin’s 
great echeme for the canalisation ofthe Nile 
from Bor to Fashoda ehould do much for these 
protestorates. The great work would, ao, vastly 
widen the-area of cultivation as to re-establish 
Egypt as one cf-the world’s greatest granaries. 
‘With the establishment ofthis new era and 
with a navigable waterway through the cataract 
‘district to the Mediterranean, the Mediteranean 
sea freights would: become. proportionate to 
thoze on the Atlantic, and Uganda would share 
thé sadvantage with Upper Egypt—fot .a few 
days longer ina Nile barge would not materially 
add to’expense in transit.

The Elections. 
London, January 19, 

To all intents and purposes the elections are 
over, and it is wonderful how calmly the City 
takes) the situation. It is ‘realised that the 
larger the majority the Liberals get :o much 
the larger is the number of votes polled for 
them by tormer Conservatives. No one kelieves 
that the latter have so changed their views-as 
to instantly become men of another class, and 


upon the support of this large. section of the 
community, it is obvious) that the. Liberals 
cannot afford to take any vital step ‘calculated 
to reduce the atrength or imipair the integrity 
of the Empire. In other words, the larger the 
majority the greater the security for moderate 
measures. Even the rankest Conservative would 
not have been content for the entire old team 
to be re-harnessed again. It is evident that a 
fatal’ mistake was made by Mr. Balfour in not 
dissolving Parliament upon some definite issne 
ofredistribution,for example, and thus enabling 
the glection to ke fought out on a particular 
question rather than on the candidates them- 
selves. No one claims that the fiscal or any 
other question has been settled by this 
election, as. the evident desire to’ give the 
other side s turn has been the main canse ot 
the great change that has taken place. From 
the City’s point of view there are many things 
that could be better managed than they were 
managed during the last régime. Tbe late 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was considered. a 
weak man in hia Treasury dealings with the 
City» which has freely complained of being 
“messed about” inthis respect. 

There is hope, therefore, for a stronger and 
a better hand both to deal with Treasury 
business and also to effect economies and 
reductions in taxation, which it is felt can 
well be carried out without impairing the effi- 
ciency of any part of his Majesty's services. 

While the City has protlaimed itself a sup- 
porter of Mr. Chamberlain in the matter of 
fiscal reform; no one is sotry- to see the ques- 


shows anew prosperity, which it would per- 
haps be well to leave alone for the time being.
